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PHILADELPHIA YEARLY MEETING. 
(Held at Fifteenth and Race Streets.) 



The first Yearly Meeting was held at Burlington, 
N. J., the 31st day of the Sixth month, 1681 (0. S.) 
for the provinces of Pennsylvania and New Jersey; 
in 1685 it was agreed that it should be held alter- 
nately at Burlington and Philadelphia; in 1760 it 
was decided to hold all the sessions in Philadelphia. 

(From 1681 to 1685 there appears to have been a 
second general meeting held in Philadelphia, follow- 
ing the one at Burlington.) 



1790. 

The Yearly Meeting of Philadelphia had become numer- 
ically and geographically very large, reaching to Hopewell 
and Fairfax, in Virginia, and to the Motherkills, in the State 
of Delaware. 

The Yearly, or rather Half Year's Meeting, of Maryland, 
was composed of only two Quarterly Meetings, located on the 
opposite shores of the Chesapeake. 

It was thought that a different arrangement of the Meetings 
might be advantageous to both, which, after mature delibera- 
tion, was effected in the year 1790. The Meetings on the 
Eastern Shore of Maryland were united with the Monthly 
Meetings of Duck Creek and Motherkill, in the State of Dela- 
ware, to constitute the Southern Quarterly Meeting, as a sub- 
ordinate branch of Philadelphia Yearly Meeting, and the 
Quarterly Meetings of Warrington and Fairfax were trans- 
ferred to the Maryland Yearly Meeting, now agreed to be held 
annually in the city of Baltimore. 

In 1819 the Monthly Meetings of Nottingham, Little 
Britain and Deer Creek were constituted a Quarterly Meeting, 
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and at the same time were transferred to the Yearly Meeting 
of Baltimore. 



After the separation of 1827 this branch held its Yearly 
Meetings at Fourth and Green Streets (Women's at Fifth and 
Cherry Streets), until the erection of the present building at 
Fifteenth and Eace Streets, in 1856, the first Yearly Meeting 
therein being that of 1857.

(1833) erected a Meeting House on Spruce Street, near Ninth 
Street, and resumed their Monthly Meetings under the title of 
Spruce Street Monthly Meeting. 



The members of the Western District Monthly Meeting who 
withdrew in 1827 joined themselves to the Monthly Meetings 
of Philadelphia held at Cherry Street and Green Street. 



The members of the Northern District Monthly Meeting 
who withdrew in 1827 joined themselves to the Green Street 
Monthly Meeting. 



Many of the Philadelphia Friends joined themselves to the 
Monthly Meeting at Darby and Byberry, until the establish- 
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ment of the Monthly Meeting of Philadelphia, which they then 
joined. 



At the separation this body of Friends retained the Green
